SW Rental Buildings

I am a Capitol Park Resident at 301 
G Street. I have resided in Southwest for 
25 years I have been following the tran¬ 
sitions and the many difficulties of the 
buildings at the 2011 Street and the 

103 G Street. They were once our 
brother and sister buildings; however 
they have been recently sold to a differ¬ 
ent landlord. 

I have neighbors, and friends who 
reside in the 2011 Street Building. They 
relate grave concerns about thei r unbear¬ 
able living conditions. The new owners 
are recruiting patients from St. Eliza¬ 
beth's H ospital and Section 8 H ousing to 
replace the long term residents that have 
vacated because of the stressful environ¬ 
ment. 

Some of the stressful problems 
include mold infestation, sandblasting of 
the exterior that expose tenants to 
asbestos, cancellation of security guards, 
rodent and roach problem and pet law 


changes, (Pit bulls now moving in) and 
many unexplained fires that have tenants 
frightful. Also haphazard maintenance 
has been ignored and this imposes detri¬ 
mental health threats. 

In addition, many seniors and other 
long term residents cannot afford the bi¬ 
annual rent increases and as a result, are 
forced to relocate. M any buildings are 
being sold to other landlords who have 
disregarded giving tenants the right of 
first refusal. 

The treasurer of the New Capitol 
Park Plaza Tenants Association wrote 
that "we were sold and turned into a 
housing project without anyone ever see¬ 
ing fit to inform us - the D C H ousing 
Finance Agency and the DCRA are 
implicated in thistragic affair. Since tak¬ 
ing over, our new owner, a convicted 
felon, raised rents, changed several key 
policies, and hammered us with an oner¬ 
ous and unnecessary construction pro¬ 
ject that does NOT address key needs of 
the building, removed 24 hour security, 
ignored legitimate tenant complaints 


about reduction and elimination of ser¬ 
vices, and actively hampered our efforts 
to organize to defend tenant's rights" 

Finally, Waterside Towers and the 
Commons at Town Center were sold to 
United Dominion Realty Trust and the 
tenants were not given the right of first 
refusal. 

It saddens me that my neighbors have 
been rendered powerless to cope with 
their unfair living conditions. Many 
community members and leaders are 
talking about the unethical practices of 
the landlords and how it is becoming 
more widespread in our own backyards 

In my opinion, each rental apartment 
should organize a Tenant's Association. 
The presidents of the Associations 
should meet within a couple of weeks to 
discuss detail information on how to 
move forward as a community to solve 
the unethical practices of the landlords 
and work in common effort to address 
these issues in the near future.

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South East Federal Center Development 
Moving Forward

Michael McGill of the Government 
Services Administration's Public Building 
Service announced that theJBG Compa¬ 
nies have been selected as the developer 
for the 11 acre Department of Trans¬ 
portation head quarters site at the South 
East Federal Center Site in near South¬ 
east, south of M Street. JBG will develop 
the site and construct the headquarters 
building in a "build to suit lease" agree¬ 
ment. 

M r. McGill also stated that GSA 
was currently reading and evaluating the 
written responses to their first draft of the 
Environmental Impact Statement for the 
proposal to develop the remaining 42 
acres of the government owned SE Feder¬ 
al Center site. "Comments have been 
overwhelmingly favorable to the propos¬ 
al" M cG ill said in a telephone interview. 


The plan would involve phased construc¬ 
tion over a 10 year period, and would 
restore a more natural, greener shoreline 
to the community and allow for con¬ 
struction of a section of the proposed 
Anacostia River walk. The US General 
Services Administration, National Capi¬ 
tal Region, seeks to transfer the 42 acre 
underused waterfront site by sale or 
ground lease to a private developer for 
mixed use development w ih residences, 
offices, shops, a waterfront park and and 
cultural amenities. GSA'sstated primary 
goal for this proposed action is to 
enhancethevalueof theSEFC site to the 
US government. In seeking to transfer 
the 42 acre site, GSA has developed build 
out targets for the site, submitted a zon¬ 
ing proposal to the District of Columbia 
and asked for development proposals 
from highly qualified developers.
